THE LAND FOB THE SETTLER. 


Itis very plain that Hon. Frank 
Oliver as Minister of the Iaterior in- 
tends holding to his policy of “the 
tand for the settler.” During the last 
session of the parliament he refused 
to give veteran scrip to the Fenian 
Raid and other veterans and later: 
when it was proposed to make a grant 
of lands to finance the Centennial 
Exposition at Winnipeg, Mr. Oliver 
refused to entertain the idea. He 
chose rather to keep the land for the 
actual settlers in spite of the strong 
influences to the contrary. The exper: 
ence with the South African serip 
showed clearly that the Jand grant 
resolved ftself into a speculation in 
which the yeterans derived the small- 
est benefit. They got their scrip but 
the great majority disposed of them 
for from two to four hundred dollars 
while the speculating purchasers got 
from seven to ten hundred, There 
ought to be some better way of re- 
warding the veterans without using 
them as the means of speculative ex- 
ploitation of the public lands. When 
the Minister of the Interior kept to 
his policy he did something of which 
the great body ofthe people especial:
